federal court Thursday. 
Kelly, the father of four

S p a n ish -su rn a m e d 
employes who have filed a 
discrimination suit against 
Braniff Airways. Inc. The 
suit also charges a union 
representing airline e m ­ 
ployes 
perpetuates 
the 


discrimination. 
U.S. District Judge D W. 
Suttle scheduled a third day 
of pretrial hearings on the 
suit today and said he would 
conduct hearings again next 
week if they are needed. 
Kelly told the court he 
worked for Braniff in San 
Antonio. Seattle and Denver 
a n d 
e n c o u n t e r e d 
discrimination in all three. 
Kelly, who joined Braniff 
in 1951 at San Antonio, said 
he tried to transfer to cargo 
service in 1954 and 1955. He 
said he talked to a white 
foreman about the transfer 
and was told: 
“You keep your mouth 
shut. You can't advance in 
this company lf Mr Novae 
heard you say that, he'd fire 
you 
Mr 
Novae was the 
general manager.” 
Later. Kelly said the presi 
dent of a union local in San

the biggest. Pipe organs may 
have hundreds or even 
thousands of pipes in them 
The sound of the pipe 
organ is produced by letting 
air into sets of pipes The 
pipes are all of different 
lengths and sizes 
The longest pipe makes 
the deepest note, the 
shortest pipe the highest 
note. 
All pipes are connected to 
an air chamber that is kept 
full of air by a blower. 
When you press down on 
an organ key. this opens 
valves that let air blow into 
certain 
pipes. 
The air 
vibrates in the pipes to make 
the musical sound. 
Big pipe organs usually 
have several keyboards, in­ 
cluding one for the feet 
Around the keyboards are 
rows of levers called "stops 
The stops open up groups of 
pipes. 
One 
group 
makes 
trumpetlike tones. Another 
makes cello-like sounds. 
And still another stop will 
open a group of pipes that 
can make all the tones a flute 
can play.

DEAR POLLY — I want to use my bath salts jars for 
nuts but cannot seem to get the sweet flower-like odor out 
of them. What can I do to remedy this?

DEAR JESSAM INE — Just last week a daughter-in-law 
of mine removed the odor from a perfume bottle by putting 
ammonia in it and letting it stand for a few hours. Be sure 
to wash clear of ammonia before using for food. — POLLY. 


DEAR POLLY — Lisa can doubtless remove the marks made 
by a permanent felt-tipped marker from her laminated plastic 
table top by spraying the marks with a spray laundry pre-cleaner 
or by applying dry cleaning fluid containing naptha. Rub lightly 
with a soft cloth. I have found that such marks often can be 
removed from wall surfaces (painted with latex or enamel) by 
using this spray. Again rub lightly with a soft cloth, rinse and dry. 
- ANDREA. 
DEAR LISA — You also might put enough baking soda and 
water on a sponge so as to dampen it, rub marks off, rinse and 
dry. - POLLY. 
DEAR POLLY — Before storing deep fat fryers, electric 
roasters and other large utensils that are only used occasionally 
place a small lid or dish inside that contains about two 
tablespoons of baking soda. This will keep them sweet smelling 
- M URIEL. 
DEAR POLLY — My Pointer is for those living where outdoor 
watering is restricted. In our town we can only water every other 
day during the summer. Tomatoes and other young growing 
plants really need daily water. I took several large cans (030 
frozen fruit or lard cans) in which I had made small holes in the 
bottoms, filled these cans in the house and carried them out to 
my garden space. This allowed the water to seep around the 
thirsty plants on days when I could not turn the hose on. No water 
was wasted and not nearly so much was used as when the hose 
was turned on so I felt justified. — M ABEL
